Bastern @ne; and, since there is :o hope for an improve isnt of these 
conditions because of the cortinued dismantlings and the voor har- 
vest, SED leaders fear Uhat their personal security may 2 threatened. 


3. At the convention in Reinictendorf the nee Sckolovsky order on 
denazification wis also discussed. Several selegates pr. posed 
that the leftist groups resoyt to terroristic usasures in order 
to combat the rew growth of tasciem and reaction. A resolution 
was passed at tine convention In Prenzlauer Berg, previding for 
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the maintenance of close connections with the basic uni7s of 
the other antifascist parties, the SPD, the LDP, and th> CDU, 
in the fight against Naziism. 


The ventral Secretariat of the SED has been warned by the SHA 
that insufficient progress is being made in the restern zones 
and that every means must be employed to recruit followers and 
to obtain legalization of the party in those parts of Gcrmany. 
Ulbricht 's trip to Frankfurt-ameMain was made in conneesion with 
this. At the moment thc main subjects of SED interest in the 
western zones are the crisis between the SPD and the CDU in 
Bavaria and the Ruhr conference. One of the editors of Neves 
Deutschland, Klaus Huhn, was sent to the Ruhr area as a special 
reporter in order to accompany the “ashington conference with 
corresponding articles. 
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
